FIGHT OPENS ON 
SCALE 


IN LOCALLY INFESTED DISTRICTS 


POMONA, Aug. 9.—Growers in this [and less shiny 
district are prepared to wage a cam­ 
paign of destruction against the Ion- 
gulus, or soft gray scale. 
The very 
noticeable increase in the numbers of 
the scale is not confined to this dis­ 
trict alone. 
Reports received 
from 
other citrus growing district* of the 


Btate indicate that the trouble is gen­ 
eral. For this reason the special ar­ 
rangements 
here to fight the pest 
will porbably prove of interest and 
value to all tho growers. 


This 
week fumlgators 
will begin 
work on hundreds of acres in this dls- 
• trict as the first step in the fight. This 
is a month earlier than thlH fumiga­ 
tion Is usually started and it is be­ 
ll ved that earlier work will accomplish 
the results which have not been ex­ 
perienced to date. The new arrange­ 
ment Is the result of a series of ex­ 
periments 
conducted 
last 
year 
bv 
I). Kell, horticultural inspector for this 
district. 
His observations 
convinced 
him 
that tho later 
fumigation was 
done the poorer the results. 
Accor­ 
dingly, last year, he decided to con­ 
duct some experiments. 
Sixty 
trees 
in ten different groves were selected. 
A few of these were fumigated 
dur­ 
ing the lutter part of July. 
The next 
batch was fumigated on the first of 
August, and 
7 thus the work was car­ 
ried on at intervale until about the 
middle of October. 


A table of results shows that as the 
season advanced poorer results were 
obtained, while excellent resultB wero 
apparent in July. 
This would 
seem 
to prove Inspector Kell's 
contention 
that the scale molts during, the latter 
part of August and In 
September 
comes out with a tougher skin and 
is harder to kill as it grows older.

ORANGE CROP BIG THI8 YEAR. 


The citrus crop of the Monrovia- 
Duarte 
district for the approaching 
season Is estimated at from 000 to 
760 carloads, or from CO to 75 per cent 
of the district's record yield of 1000 
carloads. 


While the dropping of rrult charac­ 
teristic of midsummer, is practically 
over and the trees may be expected 
to mature the oranges they now carry, 
weather conditions may substantially 
affect the total weight of the crop by 
favoring or curtailing 
growth. 
In 
seasons conducting to prolong unin­ 
terrupted growth and relatively slow 
ripening of oranges, tho yield has in­ 
variably exceeded estimates of mid­ 
summer and early fall. 
In exception­ 
al years, the actual yield has exceed­ 
ed the most liberal estimates by over 
• 25 per cent. 


In general, the crop Is evenly dis­ 
tributed. 
As always, some orchards 
will yield more abundantly than oth­ 
ers, owing to differences In location 
and tillage, but the average 
yield 
through tho several sections appears 
to vary slightly.

MUNICIPAL WATER PLANT. 


On 
Saturday 
last the citizens of 
Glendora stepped Into the ranks as 
a progressive community, 
one that 
ia planning and building for the fu­ 
ture. An election was held to deter­ 
mine whether or not the city should 
bond for $25,000 to buy land, wellB 
bond for $25,000 to buy land, dig wells 
thereon and Install a water 
system. 
Tho election carried by a vote of 225 
to 70. 


The city has an option on five acres 
of water-bearing land on which they 
will put a well. 
They will purchase 
twenty -acres more and sink the sec­ 
ond well. 
Wells that are at present 
In operation develop a flow of from 
20 to 50 Inches and it is expected 
they will pump as much or more thnn 
this from these two new ones. 


They 
do not expect to complete 
their water system with this money 
only install machinery 
and pumps. 
Then the matter of a 
distributing 
system will be taken up after the 
water ' 
developed. 
At present the 
Glendora Irrigating Company 
1B sup­ 
plying 
Glendora 
with water. 
This 
system will 
probably be purchased 
by the city and operated for their 
own water supply.

At. the time that he left the trees were brown from the shock 


they had received—no one knew just how bad the freeze had affected 


the orange and lemon trees. 
Things looked bad. 
' 


Thorpe did not. return to Covina until about ten. days ago. 


When he arrived in the Covina territory he said he was completely 


astounded at the appearance of the groves. 
The trees were a beau­ 


tiful green, thick with foliage, with the light-green of the new growth 


appearing at the top, and a load of navel oranges showing in every 


orchard. 


Thorpe is an orange-grower of long experience. 
lie said that 


the change in the appearance of the country acted on him like a 


drink of strong wine—he wanted to shout for joy. 


Nearly all of us have been living here without going away 


since the freeze. 
We have watched the gradual recuperation of "the 


trees, and have seen that no damage of any consequence has been 


done, except to last year's crop. 
But it is worth while to call atten­

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 18.—The mar­ 
velous development of the citrus frnit 
Industry, especially the orange and 
the lemon, In California 
during the 
two decadeB past, Is graphically to}d 
by Horticultural Commissioner Cook 
In a bulletin entitled "Citrus Fruits 
and Their Culture." which will appear 
shortly from the state printing press­ 
es. 


"California gained its great renown 
from the discovery of gold," says Dr. 
Cook, "yet today our orchards fairly 
eclipse the mines in the wealth they 
pour Into the pocketbook of the state. 
Except for oil no single product be­ 
gins to compare In importance, meas­ 
ured by the net cash returns, with 
that of the citrus groves." 


The following salient figures show­ 
ing the strength and growth of the 
cltruB industry are given: 


Capital Invested, $200,000,000; grow­ 
ers Interested, 10,000; people depend­ 
ent on industry for livllhood, mn,000; 
acreage covered, 200,000; cars shipp­ 
ed annually, 50,000; received for these 
shipments, $40,000,000. of which near­ 
ly one-third was paid for transport­ 
ing fruit to markets. 


Dr. Cook says: 
"What can excel in beauty an 
orange grove 
loaded 
with 
ripened 
fruit or a lemon tree at any time of 
season? 
We all . love and are en­ 
nobled by our environment where lov- 
liness is dominant, and so- it follows 
that citrus fruit growers will be gen­ 
erally marked by refinement and cul­ 
ture. 


"Indeed, the successfu.1 citrus orch- 
ardlst must be a student and must 
possess rare intelligence. 
Even the 
so-called learned professions call for 
no more better 
thought or deeper 
study than that required by the high- 
ept succesB in growing and market­ 
ing the orange, the lemon and the 
grapefruit or pomelo. 


"In California the scenery rivals the 
best in Switzerland and the labor, 
never too arduous, is uniform the en­ 
tire year through. 
We cannot won­ 
der that citrus culture has advanced 
by leaps and bounds, and can safely 
predict that the future will 
greatly 
surpass the past, and even the pres­ 
ent, in Its growth and production."
